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Jamaica should profit from the 
decrimiunalizing of Marijuana 


he United Nations Office on 

Drugs and Crime ranks 
Jamaica as 10th place and the 
United States at 3rd for the use of 
illegal drugs, including marijuana 
(ganja, pot, or weed). 

Marijuana is without a doubt 
one of the most popular and con- 
troversial plants in the world. 
Since the early 20th century the 
plant has been subjected to legal 
restrictions with the possession, 
use, and sale of cannabis prepara- 
tions containing psychoactive 
cannabinoids currently illegal in 
most countries of the world. 

The United Nations (UN) 
deems it the most-used illicit drug 
in the world. In 2004, the UN esti- 
mated global annual consumption 
of cannabis at approximately 4 
percent of the adult world popula- 
tion (162 million people) and daily 


cannabis use of about 0.6 percent 
(22.5 million). 

Furthermore, Cannabis plant 
as a physician-recommended 
herbal therapy is mushrooming 
across the world, including in 
Canada, Belgium, Australia, the 
Netherlands, Spain, and several 
USS. states. 

The marijuana industry is 
now being valued in the billions of 
dollars and several countries are 
seeking to profit from its nutrition- 
al and medical values. 

According to the UN data, 
less than 10 percent of the 
Jamaican population use 
Marijuana. However, the island is 
known to be a major producer and 
distributor of the herb to the USA 
and Canada. 

With pressure from the US, 
Jamaica has been forced to honor 


several Conventions on Narcotic 
Drugs, pledging international 
cooperation to limit the spread of 
illegal substances. 

While the production and use 
of Marijuana continues to be ille- 
gal in most countries, the cam- 
paign for legalization is rapidly 
outpacing opposition. 

Scores of countries and four 
USA _states—Colorado, Washin- 
gton, Oregon and Alaska, as well 
as the District of Columbia -- have 
passed measures to legalize mari- 
juana use, while an additional 14 
states have decriminalized certain 
amounts of marijuana possession, 
while nearly half of the states 
allow medical marijuana. 

With pressure from the US, 
Jamaica during the past 50 years 
continues to uphold “anti-marijua- 
na laws” and put thousands of its 


citizens into criminals, while fail- 
ing to explore the profit and other 
advantages of the plant. 

However, the Jamaican gov- 
ernment smells the weed and is 
taking the right steps to stop the 
“anti-marijuana regulations.” The 
Jamaican Justice Minister Mark 
Golding last Thursday announced 
a proposal to decriminalize per- 
sonal possession of Marijuana, 
known locally as ‘ganja.’ The pro- 
posal would also allow the plant’s 
use in medical, scientific and reli- 
gious settings. Along with reduc- 
ing the burden of harsh marijuana 
penalties, the new laws aim to 
“secure the economic and medical 
benefits of ganja.” 

Jamaica should continue to 
seek appropriate ways to profit 
from decriminalizing of 
Marijuana.

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Standard & Poor’s 
Alleging Inflated Mortgage 


tandard & Poor’s Financial Services LLC 
(S&P) and its parent company, McGraw- 
Hill Financial Inc., entered into a $210 million 
settlement to resolve federal and state civil 
claims related to S&P’s conduct in inflating 
ratings of residential mortgage-backed securi- 
ties and structured investment vehicle notes. 
Combined with a separate settlement 
resolving a lawsuit filed by the California 
Public Employees’ Retirement System 
(CalPERS), S&P will pay a total of $1.5 bil- 
lion to federal and state government entities. 
The State of California, through its Attorney 
General, will recover $210 million in dam- 
ages, from which CalPERS and the California 
State Teachers’ Retirement System (CalSTRS) 
will receive allocations for their losses on 


investments of certain S&P-rated securities. 
Separately, S&P will also pay CalPERS $125 
million to settle CalPERS’ specific lawsuit. 
The remainder of the total settlement proceeds 
will be distributed amongst the USS. 
Department of Justice and the other nineteen 
attorneys general. 

An investigation showed that S&P sys- 
tematically misrepresented to the public, and 
to CalPERS and CalSTRS, that its ratings of 
structured finance securities were based on an 
objective and reliable analysis and not influ- 
enced by S&P’s economic interests. Investors 
relied on these ratings to invest in the struc- 
tured finance securities, the collapse of which 
led to the financial crisis.

Found Guilty 


in Bribe Scheme

ormer Democratic. state Sen. 

Malcolm Smith has been found 
guilty of scheming to bribe Republican 
party leaders so he could run on the GOP 
line in a New York City mayoral race, 
making him the latest ex-Albany leader 
to be convicted of corruption. 

A federal jury convicted Smith 
Thursday of all four charges, including 
bribery conspiracy, wire fraud, use of 
interstate facilities to commit bribery 
and extortion. 

Smith and former councilman Dan 
Halloran were arrested in April 2013 on 
conspiracy, wire fraud and extortion 
charges after the pair allegedly plotted to 
get Smith onto the ballot by paying off 
GOP county chairmen. Because he's a 
Democrat, Smith would have needed 
three leaders' permission. 

The indictment alleged two 
Republican Party leaders, including 
Smith's co-defendant, former Queens 
Republican Vice Chairman Vincent 
Tabone, accepted tens of thousands of 
dollars in exchange for helping get 
Smith on the ballot. 

Tabone was convicted Thursday of 
bribery and witness tampering, among 
other crimes.

A first trial for Smith ended in a 
mistrial in June 2014 because of con- 
flicts with jurors' schedules. 

The jurors had only committed to 
stay with the case through late June and, 
because of their schedules, could not 
commit for another month, the judge 
said. 

Smith is the latest line in Albany's 
corrupt legacy. Sheldon Silver, speaker 
of the State Assembly for more than two 
decades, was arrested late last month on 
federal corruption charges. He has said 
he will be vindicated. Last week, NBC 4 
New York reported federal investigators 
are looking into state Senate Majority 
Leader Dean Skelos' sources of income 
in connection with a broader corruption 
probe. 
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Heastie elected First African-American state Assembly speaker

arl Heastie of The Bronx was elected 

Speaker of the New York State 
Assembly on Feb. 3, 2015, replacing dis- 
graced ex-leader Sheldon Silver. 

Heastie, 47, became the state’s first 
African-American speaker and the first 
speaker to hail from the Bronx. He repre- 
sents the 83rd District and is also the 
county leader of the Democratic Party in 
the Bronx. 

The State Assembly, for the first time 
in two decades, voted overwhelmingly in 
Albany to elect Heastie to lead the 150- 
member body. 

The new leader promised to focus on 
ethics and integrity after colleagues elect- 


ed him speaker, replacing Silver whose 
two-decade reign ended with federal cor- 
ruption charges. 

Heastie vowed to create a new office 
of ethics compliance and take other steps 
to clean up Albany's tradition of corrup- 
tion and backroom dealing. "We will 
change the cynicism into trust," Heastie 
said. "Our state deserves a government as 
good as its people." 

“New York City needs a strong voice 
in Albany -- and the election of Carl 
Heastie as Speaker of the State Assembly 
will ensure that our needs are heard and 
met,’ Mayor Bill de Blasio said. 

The speaker is one of the most 
important positions in state government. 
Heastie will direct the flow of legislation, 
set committee assignments and direct

budget negotiations with Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo and the Republican-controlled 
state Senate. 

Since joining the Assembly, Heastie 
became one of the lead negotiators for the 
construction of a new K-8 school in his 
district. He has also sponsored legislation 
to require mandatory reporting of alleged 
child abuse of students in New York City. 

He earned a BS in Applied 
Mathematics/Statistics from the Stony 
Brook University (then the State 
University of New York at Stony Brook) 
and an MBA from the Bernard M. Baruch 
College at the City University of New 
York. Before his election to the 
Assembly, Heastie worked as a budget 
analyst for the New York City 
Comptroller. 





Bronx Tax Preparer on Felony fax Charges 


Bee resident Raul Kelley, 48, was 
arrested Monday (January 26) on three 
felony charges stemming from his business 
as a tax preparer, Attorney General Eric T. 
Schneiderman and New York State 
Department of Taxation and Finance 
Commissioner Thomas H. Mattox 
announced. 

A complaint filed with Albany City 
Court charged Kelley with the following 
crimes: Criminal Tax Fraud in the Fourth 
Degree, a class E felony; Offering a False 
Instrument for Filing in the First Degree, a 
class E felony; and, Attempted Grand 
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Larceny in the Third Degree, a class E 
felony. 

According to the complaint, the investi- 
gation revealed that Kelley, of 1019 E. 
222nd St., Bronx, had been hired to prepare 
a personal income tax return for two taxpay- 
ers and file it with the State of New York, 
despite not being registered with the State as 
a tax preparer. The complaint accuses 
Kelley, who worked on returns from his 
home address, of grossly inflating the tax- 
payers' job expenses for 2012 from $1,500 
to $97,120 against wages of $98,212. This 
resulted in the return showing a refund of 
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$4,432, to which the taxpayers were not 
entitled. In contrast, the complaint further 
alleges that had job expenses of only $1,500 
been claimed, the return should have report- 
ed that the taxpayers owed the State $1,434. 


"New Yorkers should take every pre- 
caution to ensure their tax preparers are 
legitimate and registered with the State," 
said Attorney General Schneiderman. "We 
will do everything in our power to punish 
those who rip off New Yorkers, whether it's 
an illegal tax preparer or an individual filing 
false insurance claims. Tax preparers who 


engage in fraud will be held accountable." 

Commissioner Mattox encouraged tax- 
payers to ensure that tax preparers are regis- 
tered with New York State by using the Tax 
Department's searchable online database of 
40,000 tax preparers. Certified public 
accountants, attorneys and enrolled agents 
have other professional requirements and 
are, therefore, not required to be registered. 

The Honorable Rachel  Kretser 
arraigned Kelley on the complaint Monday 
and set bail in the amount of $7,500 
bond/$3 000 cash.

ew York City agreed last Friday to pay 

$3.9 million to the family of a black 
Bronx teenager shot to death by a white police 
officer in 2012. 

The deal settled a federal lawsuit brought 
by the family of 18-year-old Ramarley 
Graham. Besides emotional damages, the fam- 
ily also sought compensation for their alleged 
mistreatment by police who detained them 
after the shooting. 

City Law Department spokesman Nick 
Paolucci said: “This was a tragic case. After 
evaluating all the facts, and consulting with 
key stakeholders such as the NYPD, it was 
determined that settling the matter was in the 
best interest of the City.” 

Graham’s estate will receive $2.95 mil- 
lion; his brother will receive $500,000 and his 
grandmother $450,000 because they were in 
the home at the time of the shooting, sources 
said. Graham’s mother, Constance Malcolm, 
will also receive $40,000. 

"This was a tragic case," said New York 
Law Department spokesman Nicholas 
Paolucci. "After evaluating all the facts, and 
consulting with key stakeholders such as the 
NYPD, it was determined that settling the mat- 
ter was in the best interest of the city." 

The family of Ramarley Graham in a 
press statement said: “No amount of money or 
settlement will bring back Ramarley. We want 
NYPD officer Richard Haste and all other offi- 
cers who were present and responsible held 
accountable. They should be charged and pros-

ecuted for murdering 
our son. Haste and 
others — responsible 
should be removed 
from the police force 
and punished for their 
crime. We won’t rest 
until we get justice for 
Ramarley. We call on 
U.S. Attorney Preet 
Bharara to prosecute 
Ramarley Graham Haste and others to 

the fullest extent of the 
law,” said Constance Malcolm, Ramarley 
Graham’s mother. 

Graham died after he was shot once in the 
chest in February 2012 in the bathroom of the 
three-family home where he lived with his 
grandmother and other relatives. Richard 
Haste, the officer who shot him, said he fired 
his weapon because he thought he was going 
to be shot. No weapons were found in the 
apartment. 

Haste was indicted on manslaughter 
charges in the summer of 2012, but charges 
were dismissed by a judge who said prosecu- 
tors improperly instructed grand jurors to 
imply they should disregard testimony from 
police officers that they radioed Haste in 
advance to warn him that they thought Graham 
had a pistol. A second grand jury declined to 
re-indict the officer.

KINGSTON, JAMAICA: 

New data show Jamaica has been importing 
more goods from the United States, result- 
ing 1n an increase in the trade deficit with its 
major trading partner. 

During the period January to October last 
year, the value of imports from the US grew 
by US$165.6 million, or 9.8%. 

Total imports were valued at US$1.85 
billion, compared to $1.69 billion during the 
corresponding period in 2013. 


Protest against poor road conditions in T&T 


SIPARIA, TRINIDAD & TOBAGO: 

n Trinidad & Tobago, residents of Coora 

Branch Road, in the Siparia constituency 
of Prime Minister Kamla Persad Bissessar, 
staged a fiery protest on Monday to demand 
improved road conditions. That followed 
other protests elsewhere in the constituency 
on Sunday. 

According to the Trinidad Express 
newspaper, the angry residents blocked the 
roadway with burning debris preventing chil- 
dren from arriving at a nearby primary 
school, kindergarten and daycare centre.

New Irinidad and Tobago attor- 
ney general under investigation

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad -- Just 48 hours 
after Garvin Nicholas was appointed as the 
country’s new attorney general, a matter 
involving him has been referred to the Law 
Association of Trinidad and Tobago (LATT) 
for investigation. 

The issue is he may have attempted to 
practice as an attorney, even though he was 
not yet called to the local Bar. 

Lawyers familiar with the issue are call- 
ing on LATT to probe whether due diligence 
was conducted before Nicholas was appointed 
attorney general to replace Anand Ramlogan. 

The incident occurred in 2001 when 
Nicholas was on a six-month pupilage at 
Trinity Chambers in Port of Spain, when he 
was cautioned in writing about breaching the 
Legal Profession Act (LPA) by Desmond 
Allum SC (now deceased), who was head of 
Trinity Chambers at the time, after it was dis- 
covered he printed business cards represent- 
ing himself as an attorney-at law, admitted to 
practice in Trinidad and Tobago. 

A copy of the letter written by Allum was 
sent to LATT late Wednesday. Nicholas’ cur- 
riculum vitae (CV) states he was awarded a 


barrister-at-law degree in 2001 and was a door 
tenant at 3PB Chambers in the United 
Kingdom. The CV states he was called to the 
local Bar in 2002. 

However, at the time Nicholas was 
undergoing his pupilage (2001), he had no 
permission to practice at the local Bar or dis- 
tribute business cards to solicit new legal 
business. 

Allum had also frowned upon a matter 
where it was alleged Nicholas was requesting 
a percentage of fees from work he had 
referred to attorneys while at the chambers. 

Excerpts of a letter from Allum written to 
Nicholas and obtained by the Express read: “I 
refer to the meeting held with you in the pre- 
sence of attorney Gregory Delzin, in the 
course of which during the meeting, I 
expressed concern over the printing of call 
cards which, when taken at face value, could 
be construed as calling yourself a practicing 
member of Trinity Chambers. You will recall 
that you were reminded that it is a breach of 
the LPA to hold yourself out as being entitled 
to practise law without having been admitted 
to practise, in accordance with the provisions 
of the LPA.

Property Acquisition in Jamaica

ik considering property acquisition in Jamaica, you 

would have viewed or seen photographs of the property 
that influenced you to purchase the property and may 
have signed an offer to purchase. Also, you inspected a 
copy of the Certificate of Title and conducted a caveat 
search, which did not reveal any caveats. In proceeding 
with the purchase you may want to consider the following 
Steps. 

The Vendor would need to instruct his Attorney-at- 
Law to draft an Agreement for Sale. You should provide 
the Vendor or your Attorney-at-Law with pertinent 
details, such as the names, occupations, addresses, 
Taxpayer Registration Numbers and the way that owner- 
ship of the property would be shared in the case of multi- 
ples purchasers. You should also provide the name of your 
Attorney-at-Law, his address, telephone number and/or 
email address. 

Upon receipt of the draft Agreement for Sale from 
the Vendor’s Attorney-at-Law, your Attorney would 
review its terms and conditions, bringing his legal knowl- 
edge to bear on the process and advise you on the impli- 
cations of relevant terms of the Agreement. It is the role 
of the Attorney to make sure that your interest is well pro- 
tected. For instance, the Attorney should make sure, with 
exceptions, that in the event that the sale is cancelled that 
your deposited will be refunded. In the case of tenanted 
property, it is the duty of your Attorney to make sure that 
the Agreement for Sale requires the Vendor to give vacant 
possession upon completion. 

Property Acquisition, though a daunting task, can be 
a major accomplishment for many. One would advise a 
prospective purchaser to seek professional assistance in 
embarking on the process. 

The Agreement for Sale is a vital part of property 
acquisition and contains the terms by which the parties 
voluntarily agree to be bound. It is therefore imperative 
that the Attorney representing the purchaser ensure that 
the terms of the Agreement, as much as possible, favors 
his client. The Agreement will contain special conditions 
which the parties must observe in order to satisfactorily 
complete the transaction.

It is important that the purchaser observe the time 
period allotted under the Agreement for completion of the 
purchase. There are further deadlines contained within the 
time period of the contract, which is calculated from the 
date of the Agreement for Sale. 

The Agreement would dictate the time for the pay- 
ment of the deposit, which is usually on signing the 
Agreement, the time for further payments, if any and the 
time for the balance to be paid. 

The purchaser would also have to adhere to the time 
for the submission of a letter of undertaking from a rep- 
utable financial institution or a firm of attorneys, confirm- 
ing how the balance will be paid. Sometimes time is also 
made of the essence under the Agreement, which means 
that time will be strictly adhered to, otherwise either party 
could run the risk of breaching the terms of the 
Agreement. 

The Purchaser’s Attorney ought to assist his client in 
observing these deadlines so that the Purchaser complies 
with the terms of the Agreement.

with kids who pay taxes and vote in elec- 
tions. We want to come home after work and 
relax by rolling up a joint without worrying 
about breaking the law just like many baby 
boomers pours a drink of a legal alcoholic 
beverage to relax. 

Ask our community about Pot legaliza- 
tion and they’ll tell you, “I’m smoking pot 
even if they don’t legalize it”. The majority 
of people in New York say they want legal- 
ized marijuana according to most surveys.

e Experiment with other ways of 
cooking vegetables, such as roasting 
or grilling them, for new tastes and 
flavours. 


e Stir-fries are great for getting lots of 
vegetables into one meal. So are 
freshly-made soups.

In 2015 and 2016, eligible taxpayers will 
claim the credit when they file their income 
tax returns. Eligibility for those years will be 
based on that year's return. 


How to file your 2014 return 

When you file your 2014 New York State 
income tax return, you must indicate on the 
return whether you received the $350 check 
for the family tax relief credit. The amount of 
the credit does not need to be reported in your 
taxable income and will not be included in any 
1099-G you receive.
